By White Men .- 


Charley Grounds, a Sominolo Indian, has asked tho 
U.S. Congress to remove from its halls a picture of an Indian © 


scalping a white man. 


Grounds insisted that it was not . 


truo; that tho white man started tho scalping. 


Accordingly, the Associn-} 
tion for Indian Affairs, Inc., 
made a review of the history 
of scalping. Its researchers 
checked: Smithsonlan In- 
stitution publications as far 
back as 1910 and 1906 and 
said “that scalping was not 
general among .American 
Indians before the coming 
of the white man.” 


James Mooney in the “Hand- 
book of American Indians’ 
Issued by the Smithsonian's 
pura of Ethnology in 1910 
sald: 


LIMITED AT FIRST 


“Scalping was confined origtn- 
ally in North America to a 
Imited aren Sn the . castern 
United States and the lower St. 
Lawrence region. It was absent 
from New Engiand and much of 
the Atlantic Coast region, and 
was unknown until comparn~ 
tively recent times throughout 
the whole interlor ond plains 
area. It was not found on tho 
Pacific coast or the Canadian 
northwest.” 


“Scalping in its. commonly 
known form was largely the re- 
sult of the influence of white 
people,” Georg Frederici wrote 
In the Smithsonian annunt re- 
port In 1910, “They introduced 
firearms, which Increased the 
fatalities In a conflict; brought 
the stecl knife, facilitating the 
tuking of the scalp, and finally 
offered scnlp premiums.” 


Frederici sald the New Eng- 
land Puritans in 1037 were the 
first to offer premiums for 
native heads ond later scalps. 
The French offered premiums 
for white cnemles os well as 
Indian scalps. 


IN HIS 


Competition was keen and 
premiums went os high as £100 
for one senip. The English 
prices were hightr than those of 
the French, Frederick said. 


One Hannah Dustin, he sald, 
was reputed to have received 
£50 from her colony oMclals 
for “bringing in with her owd

six children.” .

- This would be done through the 
newly-established State-owned National Coal Com- 
pany, Peking Radio reported tonight. 


Under the new scheme 
all areas would be supplied 
with local coal as far as 
possible. Deficiencies would 
be covered by the Company’s 
distributing organ. Coal 
for railways and industrics 
would be given priority, but 
it was also the Company’s 
purpose to age that there 
was ‘adequate coal for do- 
mestic users. 


The radio polntect out that 
In many of Chinn's provinces— 
Nopet and Honan, for instance 
peasants + hod never had 
suMcient fucl. Coal would 
now, however, be delivered to 
these pensants, thus  ovolding 
the burning of materials which 
could be used as fertitiser, 


It was further reported that 
the China Coal and Buikiing 
Materinils Company, with its 
heud office in Peking and 
branch offices in many parts of 
China, would handle the distri. 
bution «and  cupply of — coal 
throughout the country, — The 
coal production of all State- 
operated mines would be under 
{fa control and contracts could 
nolo be signed between — the 
company and privately - run 
mines, 


COAL EXPORTS 


The price of coal would In 
future be determined by tho 
company. This, jt was main- 
laincd, would help the Govern- 
ment to achieve market 
stability. 

The export of coal would 
also be handled by the com- 
pany, It would also cupply 
building materials like cement, 
steel reinforcement, tmber, 
bricks and tiles to public 
ulllities und city construction 
bodies and, eventually, to ville 
ages too. 

Peking Radio added that 
many coal contracts had al~
